O Church, community leaders march to oppose plans to develop 
Saint Patrick’s-Alexandra School land O Lack of input panned 

Halifax regional council hasn’t 
learned its lesson on consulting 
the conununity before moving 
ahead with developments, 
according to a church leader 
protesting the sale of the Saint 
Patrick’s-Alexandra School. 

Rhonda Britton of the 
Cornwallis Street Baptist Church 
led a crowd of more than 100 
people in a march to the steps of 
the school on Maitland Street in 
north-end Halifax on Sunday 
afternoon. 

“We are profoundly 
disappointed at the decision 
council has made to sell the for¬ 
mer ... school to a developer,” 

Britton told the crowd. 

“We are disappointed that 
acknowledgement of past 
wrongs have seemingly not influ¬ 
enced or corrected present 
behavior.” 

Council voted 18-4 last 
Tuesday to award a contract to 
Jono Developments Inc., who 
plan to develop a mixed-use resi¬ 
dential building on the site of the 
school. The proposal beat out 



one from non-proflt groups. 

In an area of the city that has 
seen more and more condo 
developments and boutique 
shops, the move stoked concerns 
over gentrification and a lack of 
input from the community on 
their own future. 

Bernard Smith, formerly with 
the Spring Garden Road Area 
Business Association, said he 
understands Britton’s 


frustration. 

“What has been lacking is the 
lack of community 
consultation,” said Smith, who 
now works with the North End 
Business Improvement District. 

“ Everyone could have come 
out of this looking good. The city 
could have sold some of the land, 
the (community’s) needs could 
have been signiflcantly met in

Police are working on a 
motive in the death an 
elderly Dartmouth 
woman. 

The woman, who 
hasn’t been identified 
by police, was

A family is grieving the 
death of a young man, a 
week before Christmas. 

James Philip Mattatall, 
23, of Dartmouth is dead 
after a bar fight in down¬ 
town Halifax early Satur¬ 
day morning. 

Police say there was a 
fight inside the Toothy 
Moose Cabaret on Argyle 
Street just before 3 a.m. 
The fight continued out¬ 
side where Mattatall was 
struck and knocked to the 
ground by another man. 

“The parties were ei¬ 
ther put out or left the 
club and it continued on 
outside,” said Const. Brian 
Palmeter with Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police. 

“The victim was as¬ 
saulted outside but we 
don’t know if he was in¬ 
volved in the incident in¬ 
side or not.” 

Mattatall was rushed to 
hospital but he died later 
that day at 1:38 p.m. 

“Between him being 
struck and hitting the 
ground, that’s what led to 
his injuries,” Palmeter 
said. “And unfortunately 
we have a 23-year-old who 
went out with his friends 
and ultimately died as a 
result of being assaulted.” 

Police have released an 
image captured from a 
surveillance camera of a

man who could have in¬ 
formation relating to the 
attack, but who is not nec¬ 
essarily a suspect, Palme¬ 
ter said. 

He is a white man in 
his 20s, tall with a thick 
build and short, dark hair. 
He wore a long chain that 
hung down to his belly, 
jeans, a baseball cap with 
a dark rim, and a light 
Rockawear sweatshirt. 

“We believe that the 


pictures are good enough 
that if people know this 
individual, they will come 
forward. And obviously 
we would encourage this 
person to come forward 
and provide information 
to us because we believe 
he was in the area and 
likely would have infor¬ 
mation as to what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Palmeter said investiga¬ 
tors believe the person

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North Korea leader dead at 69 


O Few facts are known about the 
highly secretive Kim Jong II 


Kim Jong II, North Korea’s 
mercurial and enigmatic 
longtime leader, has died of 
heart failure. He was 69. 

In a special broadcast 
Monday from the North Ko¬ 
rean capital, state media 
said Kim died of a heart ail¬ 
ment on a train due to a 
“great mental and physical 
strain” on Dec. 17 during a 
“high intensity field inspec¬ 
tion.” It said an autopsy was 
done on Dec. 18 and fully 
confirmed the diagnosis. 

Kim is believed to have 
suffered a stroke in 2008, 
but he had appeared rela¬ 
tively vigorous in photos 
and video from recent trips 
to China and Russia and in 
numerous trips around the 
countiy carefully docu¬ 
mented by state media. The 
communist countiy’s Dear 
Leader — reputed to have 
had a taste for cigars, co¬ 
gnac and gourmet cuisine 
— was believed to have had 
diabetes and heart disease. 

“It is the biggest loss for 
the party ... and it is our 
people and nation’s biggest 
sadness,” an anchorwoman 
clad in black Korean tradi¬ 
tional dress said in a voice 


The life of Kim 


► North Korean legend has it 
that Kim was born on 
Mount Paekdu, one of Ko¬ 
rea's most cherished sites, 
in 1942, a birth heralded in 
the heavens by a pair of 
rainbows and a brilliant 
new star. Soviet records, 
however, indicate he was 
born in Siberia, in 1941. 

► Kim Jong II, a graduate of 
Pyongyang's Kim II Sung 
University, was 33 when his 
father anointed him his 
eventual successor. 

► Kim Jong II took over after 
his father died in 1994, 
eventually taking the posts 
of chairman of the National 
Defence Commission, com¬ 
mander of the Korean Peo¬ 
ple's Army and head of the

Death toll unknown after oil platform capsizes 


An oil-drilling platform 
capsized and later sank 
amid fierce storms off Rus¬ 
sia’s east coast Sunday, 
plunging dozens of work¬ 
ers into the churning, icy 
waters. Four were con¬ 
firmed dead and 49 were 
missing. 

The Transportation Min¬ 
istry said the Kolskaya plat¬ 
form started sinking after a 
strong wave broke some of 
its equipment and the port¬ 
holes in the crew’s dining 
room. One five-metre wave 


washed away the plat¬ 
form’s lifeboats, leaving the 
crew with no escape. 

The Emergencies Min¬ 
istry said in a statement 
Sunday 67 people had been 
aboard the platform as it 
was being towed about 200 
kilometres off the coast of 
Sakhalin Island. 

Fourteen people were 
rescued from the sea by the 
ship that had been towing 
the platform. 

Further rescue efforts 
were being hampered by

the severe weather condi¬ 
tions, officials said. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Emergency Ministry in the 
Far East, told the Associat¬ 
ed Press that the rescue 
team had spotted four life¬ 
less bodies in the water, but 
had not yet been able to re¬ 
trieve them. 

The Kolskaya was built 
in Finland in 1985 and is 
owned by Russian offshore 
exploration firm Arktik- 
momeftegazrazvedka.

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COMMUNITY 
UNDER SIEGE 

Rev. Rhonda Britten may 
have been guilty of 
hyperbole when she 
compared last week’s city 
council decision to sell the 
former St. Patrick’s-Alexan- 
dra School to a local developer to “the 
rape ... of a community.... Africville all 
over again!” 

But she is not entirely canary-in-the- 
coal-mine wrong. 

In 2009, Halifax Regional School 
Board — over the ongoing objections of 
the north-end community — decided to shutter 
St.Pat’s-Alexandra after the 2010-11 school year. 

That suddenly freed up a tantalizing 3.85-acre 
chunk of valuable, edge-of-downtown real estate in a 
rapidly gentrifying poor neighbourhood. 

Last summer, the city issued a call for proposals. Six 
groups — three for-profit and three non-profit— 
responded. After evaluating them, staff last week rec¬ 
ommended a private developer’s proposal to tear 
down the school and 
replace it with a mixed 
residential/affordable 
housing/community space 
development. 

But Britten, who is the 
well-connected pastor of 
Cornwallis Street Baptist 
Church, says she didn’t 
even learn about the call 
for proposals until 12 days 
before the deadline. 

That’s interesting. Mu¬ 
nicipal policies call for res¬ 
idents to be consulted 
before the city invites pro¬ 
posals if surplus schools 
might have community us¬ 
es. 

Britten’s group did 
quickly manage to cobble 
together a plan to 
transform the former 
school into spaces for 
community. But staff 
scored that pitch — along 
with the two other non¬ 
profit community-based 
proposals — at the bottom 
of its evaluation sheet. 

No wonder. “Communi¬ 
ty interest” wasn’t one of 
the criteria considered. 
Close to 50 per cent of the final score, in fact, was 
made up of the bidder’s financial capability and finan¬ 
cial offer. Not easy hills for cash-strapped community 
groups to climb. 

To add insult to injury, councillors — who routinely 
debate cat bylaws more times than Fluffy has lives, 
and who just put off a decision on a municipal 
stadium again — refused Coun. Dawn Sloane’s motion 
to defer a final decision on the school sale for a month 
because of alleged flaws in the process. 

St. Pat’s-Alexandra isn’t, by itself, the new Africville. 

But the community is clearly under siege. 

Pushing out the poor in the interests of progress. 

Where have we heard that before?

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CNN star to testify 
at UK inquiry 


O Piers Morgan’s autobiography made it clear 
he knew about phone hacking as far back as 2001 


The often colorful and 
sometimes controversial 
stoiy of CNN star Piers Mor¬ 
gan’s rise to the top will be 
revisited today when the 
former editor appears by 
videolink at a judge-led in- 
quiiy into the ethics and 
practices of Britain’s scan¬ 
dal-tarred press. 

His appearance has been 
widely anticipated — not 
least because of the 46-year- 
old’s irreverent flippancy. 

“So heartwarming that 
everyone in the U.K. is miss¬ 
ing me so much they want 
me to come home,” he 
joked earlier this year amid 
demands he return to give 
evidence to the inquiry, set 
up by Prime Minister David 
Cameron following the dis¬ 
closure that the now-de- 
ftrnct News of the World 
tabloid had for years illegal¬ 
ly eavesdropped on the 
voice mail messages of pub¬ 
lic figures. 

Actors Hugh Grant and 
Sienna Miller, and Harry 
Potter author J.K. Rowling 
are among those who have 
given evidence about press 
abuse, while executives and 
lawyers for Murdoch’s 
News Corp. have defended 
the newspaper. 

Morgan shot to national 
prominence when he was 
picked by Murdoch to run 
the News of the World at 
age 28. 

Under his tenure, the 
tabloid exposed actor Hugh 
Grant’s liaison with Holly¬ 
wood prostitute Divine 



Brown and Princess Diana’s 
late-night phone calls to 
married art dealer Oliver 
Hoare. 

It wasn’t all down to 
good reporting: Morgan has 
acknowledged he kept his 
edge in part through bribes 
paid to informants on rival 
titles. 

In 1995, Morgan left the 
News of the World for the 
Daily Mirror. His time there 
was marked by scoops and 
controversy, but his editor¬ 
ship ended in 2004 when 
he ran a faked photograph 
purporting to show a 
British soldier urinating on 
an Iraqi detainee.
